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The 52nd Annual Convention 


Consolidation of Offices and General Manager Proposals Rejected— 
A. C. Oosterhuis New President 
Milk Marketing to be Major Activity 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


52d Annual Convention of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America held at Chicago, June 2, 
stood pat on its present form of organization and re- 
jected the proposals to consolidate the offices under one 
roof and to place a general manager in charge of its 
operations. The discussion on consolidation showed a 
widespread fear that moving either office would leave 
ill feeling in that section which would coun- 
teract any advantages that might result and 
by a substantial vote, this proposal was laid 
on the table. The general manager plan 
found the convention almost evenly divided, 
final vote being 61 opposed and 60 in favor. 
These were the two big questions that were 
before the convention for decision. 
Proceedings of the Convention 
President A. J. Glover called the conven- 
tion to order at 9:45 A. M. T. S. Gold, 
f Connecticut, moved that @ court steno- 
srapher be employed to take the proceed- 
hgs of the convention. In the discussion 
that followed, Glenn Davis of Missouri in- 
4 lired the reason for discontinuing the life- 
long practice of the Association in this mat- 
‘er, President Glover explained that the 
Board had taken this action as a measure of 
onomy. Employment of an official court stenographer 
‘0 transcribe these proceedings as well as the proceed- 
hes of the meetings of the Board cost from $750 to 
>1000 a year. The Board felt that a stenographer from 
the Secretary’s office could take the essential part of 
the record and that the saving was worthwhile. The 
meeting voted overwhelmingly to support the action of 
he Board on this matter.

A. C. OOSTERHUIS 


Upon motion of Henry Stubbe of Nebraska, the read- 
ing of the minutes of the previous meeting was dispensed 
with, and Glenn Davis of Missouri moved that the printed 
reports of officers, which had been distributed to all 
delegates, be accepted without reading (These reports 
have been presented quite completely in this and pre- 
ceding issues of the World; complete copies may be had 
upon request to the Secretary). 

With these preliminaries out of the way 
in fifteen minutes, the first serious business 
of the convention was brought up for con- 
sideration by the motion of Director Albert 
B. Craig, chairman of the so-called Pellis- 
sier Committee, that the offices of the Asso- 
ciation be combined and located at Brattle- 
boro, Vt. W. H. Mott of Kansas rose to 
state that at the Grand Rapids Convention 
in 1925, he offered a resolution to bring the 
offices together, which he felt would have 
been more logical at that time because then 
we had not purchased the Brattleboro build- 
ing nor built the Madison building. He 
expressed his belief that consolidation 
would cause displeasure and bad feeling in 
certain localities; he felt that the sentiment 
of the Association is for harmony, and, ac- 
cordingly, he moved that the motion be laid 
on the table. A motion to.table not being debatable, a 
vote was taken and the proposal laid on the table by 
a divided though quite clear vote. Details of the matter 
had been thoroughly discussed at the Open Forum ses- 
sion the day preceding, so that the lack of discussion in 
the convention itself was not subject to criticism, as 
would have been the case otherwise. 

H. V. Noyes, Chairman of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, at this point explained that the great bulk of the 
resolutions appearing in the Call hinged upon the gen- 
eral manager and herd book questions, and suggested 
that these two matters be considered next because the 
action taken on these two points would practically dis- 
pose of a large number of the other amendments appear- 
ing in the Call. 

Henry Schell of Pennsylvania moved that a general 
manager be employed, as called for in Item 21 of the 
Call, which provided that the Board of Directors would 
be authorized to appoint a general manager for a term 
of one year, to have supervisory authority over the 
Secretary, Superintendent of Advanced Registry and 
the Extension work. This motion was seconded by John 
Wuethrich of Wisconsin. Keith Hoover of, Michigan 
moved that the last sentence of the resolution be de- 
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leted, which provided that the general manager might 
also hold the office of secretary, treasurer and superin- 


tendent of Advanced Registry. This was seconded by 
J. G. Ellis of Massachusetts, opposed by A. C. Ooster- 
huis of Wisconsin who suggested that the hands of the 
Board should not be tied in the matter. This was 
‘opposed by Mr. Ellis, who considered the wording as a 
possible slap at the present Secretary and Superintend- 
ent; T. S. Gold suggested that apparently what we 
wanted was a man to head up the Extension work and 
that the position might better be called a Public Rela- 
tions Counsel, who would also correlate the activities 
of the various departments. Jesse Kurtz of Pennsyl- 
vania suggested that in view of the action on consolida- 
tion, the combining of these jobs was not practical. The 
Hoover amendment was thereupon carried by a close 
vote. Mr. Craig of Pennsylvania then moved that the 
office of treasurer be added to the offices over which 
the general manager would have supervisory authority 
and this was carried. John B. Irwin of Minnesota 
moved a substitute resolution that the whole matter be 
left in the hands of the Board of, Directors, but Director 
Craig stated that as a member of the Board he wanted 
to know what the members desired to be done. Sarah 
V. H. Jones of Michigan expressed her belief that the 
important job was milk promotion and the need of a 
man in the Association to give this his exclusive atten- 
tion, without other responsibilities. F. L. Pellissier, of 
California, argued that we need a head to synchronize 
all departments, to head up our Public Relations work 
also and to put more punch into our efforts. Dr. H. O. 
Frederick of Ohio made a plea for confidence in our 
Board of Directors and expressed the belief that the 
dangers of vesting too much authority in one man under 
the Board were being overemphasized. Director Paul 
Stewart suggested that the one-year limit in the appoint- 
ment of a general manager be eliminated and it was so 
moved by Dr. Frederick and carried. Dr. Franklin N. 
Strickland of Rhode Island raised the question of what 
the need of a general manager might be if the Board is 
going to tell him what to do, and suggested that we 
save money and let the Board continue to run the 
affairs of the Association. Mr. Pellissier pointed out that 
we need a man on the job continuously. Others taking 
part in the discussion were Mrs. W. S. Kellogg of Con- 
necticut, who raised the question of how one man can 
run all activities of the Association and still do a real 
selling job on the milk work; A. C. Ooosterhuis who 
pointed out that apparently the Committee found that 
other associations were benefitting from this type of or- 
ganization; Frank N. Decker of New York who ex- 
pressed the view that the fundamental aim back of the 
whole idea is to make possible a more aggressive pro- 
motion effort for our breed; P. T. Anderson of Nevada 
who stated that we want a general manager but not a 
dictator and W. L. Baird of Wisconsin, a member of 
the Pellissier Committee, who gave a further explana- 
tion of the work of the Committee and expressed his 
conviction that the general manager form of operation 
is a sound proposition. He pointed out that the effi- 
ciency of a general manager is limited somewhat by the 
action of the convention on consolidation of offices, but 


he felt a general manager would still be worthwhile as 
a coordinator. 


At this point, a vote was taken and the Chair being 
in doubt, a standing vote was requested. The Chair 
being still in doubt, with a two-vote difference reported, 
the Chair ruled that a roll call vote would be taken. The 
result of this vote by roll call was 63 aye and 61 of 
no. It was pointed out that this must be an error as 
there were more votes recorded than there were ac- 
credited delegates in the Convention. Thereupon by mo- 
tion of W. D. Robens of New York another vote was 
taken with a written ballot. This ballot finally resulted 
in a vote of 60 aye and 61 no and the proposal was 
therefore declared lost. Mr. VanNuys of New Jersey 
moved a vote of thanks to the members of the Pellis- 
sier Committee for their splendid work, and this was 
carried unanimously. 

The resolution of Charles Brace, president of the 
Holstein-Friesion Association of Wisconsin, that dele- 
gates to the National Association cannot be elected for 
more than three consecutive years was laid on the table 
after the opinion of the general counsel of the Associa- 
tion had been given that such action would be illegal in 
restricting the right of members of vote for such dele- 
gates as they desired to represent them. 
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The resolution of John G. Ellis of Massachusetts was 
presented by Mr. Ellis with an amendment so that the 
conclusion read “Be it resolved that the milk market. 
ing service of this Association be continued as a major 
activity of the Extension Department, and that the 
Board of Directors be requested to expand our extension 
activities as finances will permit.’”’ Dr. Frederick thep 
moved the elimination of the paragraph in the preamble 
relating to the health officials. This deletion was voteg. 
Upon request, Mr. Noyes then gave a report on the milk 
work under his direction this past year, and he presente 
a detailed report which had previously b een given to 
the Board. The Ellis resolution, as amended, was then 
carried unanimously. 

The next item of importance was a proposal from the 
Board of Directors to discontinue the publication of the 
printed herd books of the Association. This had been 
discussed somewhat in the Open Forum Tuesday wherein 
it had been brought out that while the actual printing 
and clerical work in connection with the publication of 
the herd book might amount to around $7000 in an 
average year. there would be other expenses necessary 
if such publication were discontinued that would offset 
much of this saving. T. S. Gold, therefore moved that 
the resolution be indefinitely tabled and this was carried 
unanimously and with enthusiasm. 

Another proposal was to permit duplicate names, 
providing the animals were not born within 15 years of 
each other and setting aside a list of celebrated animals 
whose names should never again be duplicated. Mr. 
Gold moved that this proposal be tabled but this motion 
was withdrawn when it was evident that there was a 
desire to discuss the matter. Mr. Moscrip reauested an 
explanation by Secretary Seaverns. Secretary Seaverns 
pointed out that this proposal would put 1,100,000 in an 
inactive file where there would be some saving in not 
having to handle over so many cards in the routine of 
registration work, but in the discussion it was developed 
that this indefinite saving would perhaps no more than 
offset the time required in the rearrangement of files 
and the study to set aside a list of celebrated animals 
whose names would not be duplicated. This was brought 
out upon direct questioning by Glenn Davis of Missouri. 
after an amendment had been adopted to make the limit 
20 years instead of 15, after which the whole proposition 
was overwhelmingly voted down. 


The amendments offered by Henry Schell of Penn- 
sylvania were explained by Mr. Schell. These two reso- 
lutions sought to reduce the expense of conducting the 
elections by providing that only active members and in- 
active members who might request to remain on the 
mailing list should be sent ballots. The proposal had 
been declared illegal by the general counsel but Mr. 
Schell explained that he requested that the proposal he

Appropriate action was taken tabling the various 
amendments which carried simply routine changes in 
connection with the proposal for a general manager and 
to discontinue publication of the herd book, none of 
which were needed when those two propositions were 
yoted down. There were several other amendments 
which could be described as ‘‘pro forma”’ simply clarify- 
jng the wording to conform to present practice of the 
Association on various minor matters. These were all 
adopted. The amendments which the Board offered to 
yperease from 50 cents to $1.00 per hour the charges 
made for research work by the Association, were also 
adopted unanimously. 

Afternoon Session 


At the afternoon session, Chief O. E. Reed, of the 
Bureau of Dairying, was introduced. He expressed his 
congratulations on the growth of testing work. He 
referred to the references made to the importance of the 
milk question and suggested that the Holstein Associa- 
tion holds the key to the whole situation. He cited the 
nigh records and production in our breed as significant 
of its ability and talked interestingly of new uses of 
milk that are being developed and suggested that low 
cost production was a big foundation step in any suc- 
essful marketing program. He then described in some 
detail the new system of testing which the Bureau is 
developing. He stated they were not attempting to re- 
place the Advanced Registry of the breed organizations 
put expressed the hope that sometime the records could 
pe used interchangably. He is optimistic over the future 
and feels that out of present efforts will come a national 
land policy and a national policy for agriculture that 
will be effective. 

President H. W. Parkinson, of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada, was introduced and made brief 
remarks, bringing greetings from the Canadian Asso- 
jation and expressing pleasure at the happy relation- 
ship existing. He extended a cordial invitation to any 
Holstein breeders visiting in Canada to stop in at the 
office at Brantford and also extended an invitation to 
attend the unveiling of the memorial to Springbank 
Snow Countess which will be done with appropriate 
eremonies in August at her late home near Woodstock, 
Unt. 

From the Board of Directors came a report on the 
matter of Herd Sire Indexes. The matter was explained 
by Supt. Norton who had written to a considerable 
number of recognized experts on the subject of genetics 
and these men had all but unanimously expressed them- 
selves in favor of continuing the publication of bull 
indexes. Upon motion of Mr. Van Nuys of New Jersey 
publication of the sire indexes in the Red Book will be 

ontinued. 

The Rock River (Illinois) Holstein Association pre- 
sented a resolution favoring continuation of the Herd 
Test and requesting that it be simplified as much as pos- 
sible and still retaining necessary accuracy. 

Election of Officers 


Chairman Householder of the Nominating Commit- 
‘ee presented the name of John A. Bell, Jr., of Penn- 
‘ylvania as president of the Association for the ensuing 
year. This nomination precipitated a wild demonstra- 
non for Mr. Bell, but after the conclusion of the 
applause, Mr. Bell rose to state his appreciation of the 
fonor but that for personal reasons he would be forced 
0 decline the office. The Chairman accepted this de- 
‘ination and instructed the Nominating Committee to 
retire and bring in a further report. This they did and 
returned presently with the nomination of A. C. Ooster- 
huis, Oconomowoc, Wis., for president and his election 
‘0 the office was unanimous. Jos. H. Hill, Richmond, 
ind., was reelected vice president. For the four vacant

- Mm support of the reelection of Director Rems- 
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berg, stating that the delegates from all of the States 
in the territory served by Mr. Remsberg had joined in 
the request for his reelection and he protested against 
having some other delegation select their representative. 
The Culver resolution was ruled out of order by the 
general counsel and Director Meyer of Kansas moved 
that the Convention proceed to ballot for directors, the 
four having the largest number of votes being elected. 
The name of H. F. Schroeder was then withdrawn from 
the nomination, leaving five names to be balloted upon. 
120 ballots were cast from which Mr. Winger received 
102 votes, Mr. Elder 96, Mr. Southcott 80, Mr. Rems- 
berg 65 and Mr. Natwick 57. 

While the Nominating Committee was struggling 
with an amended report in the matter of a presidential 
recommendation, a number of matters of interest were 
discussed. Charles L. Hill, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture of Wisconsin, President of the National Dairy 
Show, and a famous Guernsey breeder, was introduced. 
Referring to the subject of milk marketing, he pointed 
out that all breeds have their troubles and difficulties. 
He described the system they are using in Wisconsin 
of offering three classes of milk with price differentials 
based upon butterfat content, and which recognize the 
higher cost of producing the higher testing milk. He 
expressed confidence that the milk marketing problem 
would eventually be worked out satisfactorily to all 
breeds. 

Fieldman Allen Crissey was introduced to explain 
to the delegates the circumstances and background of 
the assault charges that have been preferred against 
Director Thomas E. Elder. The New England delega- 
tion, closely in touch with the facts, believe thoroughly 
in his innocence and that the charges have all the 
earmarks of a frame-up. Mr. Crissey announced that 
funds voluntarily contributed at the Convention by 
friends of Tom Elder for his defense of these charges 
exceeded $2000. 


Mr. Crissey talked on the subject of breeding for high 
butterfat test and gave some interesting data on the 
progress that has been made along this line in this and 
other countries. He believes it is quite possible over a 
period of years to increase the butterfat test without 
sacrificing on quantity of milk and urged that in all 
of our efforts toward raising the test of our breed; we 
never lose sight of the necessity of quantity as well. He 
pointed out the many new uses for skimmilk being 
developed in manufacturing and commerce. 


Fieldman E. M. Clark also reported briefly on the 
work of the Extension Department in developing Black 
and White Shows, giving the details of operation and 
also reporting on the success with which this progress 
has developed. Mr. Sewall of Kansas added briefiy to 
this report with a description of their Black and White 
shows in Northeast Kansas which have proven very 
popular in that section. 

V. S. Culver of New Hampshire rose to offer a sug- 
gestion that the Association start giving consideration 
to the matter of holding its annual meeting at some less 
busy season than the first week in June. He suggested 
the possibility of a late fall or winter meeting as being 
more convenient for delegates to leave their work at 
home. 


Paul Smith, of New York, presented an excellent dis- 
cussion on the subject of milk marketing. He referred 
to the difficulty of marketing Holstein milk in markets 
which demanded high fat test and yellow color. He 
suggested that the solution of the problem from the 
Holstein angle lies in standardization. He pointed out 
that when high test and moderate fat milk are sold at 
the same price, the housewife will naturally take the 
extra cream at the top of, the bottle, which is being 
given her. This situation has been brought about 
largely by dealer competition. He feels that the other 
breeds have simply capitalized on this situation. There 
is much talk on the benefits of advertising Holstein 
milk directly in a national campaign by our Association, 
but he stated his conviction that an effective advertising 
campaign which would make a dent nationally would 
cost a million dollars a year. He urged our Association 
to work more strongly for standardization in milk plants 
by dealers and the securing of laws requiring a state- 
ment of fat content on the bottom cap of milk sold at 
retail, with prices in proportion to the fat content. Mr. 
Smith summarized this in the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted:

To the Board of Directors and Members of The Hol- 

stein-Friesian Association of America: 

This is my tenth report as Secretary. During the last 
ten years we have passed in and out of a cycle unparal- 
leled in our history. From earnings that reached $410,- 
558.00 in 1929 and receded to $142,888.00 in 1934, we 
are gradually recovering as this report for 1936 will 
show. Recent trends as reflected in encouraging letters 
to the Secretary’s office, increased registrations, more 
transfers and reports of better prices at sales are facts 
that speak for themselves. The decline in our business 
which began in 1930 and extended through 1934 con- 
tinued its upturn during 1936. 

While we cannot at this time fairly deal with 
the question of results for 1937, the indications based 
on five months are decidedly encouraging and show that 
the upturn continues. 

Gains were made over 1935 in every division of income 
of the Secretary’s office and savings were made in oper- 
ating expenses. With an increase of 5.7% over 1935 
in the volume of business, there was a decrease of 1.62% 
in expenses. 

Cash Receipts 

Cash receipts increased by the higher transfer fee 
elective August 1, 1936, were $181,795.35 as against 
$165,429.52 for 1935, a gain of $16,365.83 or 9.9%. 
The excess of Cash Receipts over Cash Disbursements 
was $70,324.89. For details refer to Table No. 2.

The amount appropriated for operating the Secre- 
tary’s office was $90,400. Of this $88,462.77 was spent, 
slightly less than the year before. Details are shown 
on Table No. 3. 

Volume of Work

against 115,330 filed in 1935. The following table is 
offered for comparison:

The maximum number of clerks employed in 1936 was 
64 in January and February as against a maximum of 
68 in 1935; the minimum was 45 in August compared 
with a minimum of 47 in 1935. The average number em- 
ployed for the year was 60 with the average wage per 
cierk of $19.35. This average is based on the aggre- 
gate amount of all wages with the exception of the Sec- 
retary. 

Registrations and Transfers By States 
As usual New York leads in the number of animals 
registered and transferred. Wisconsin is second, Penn- 
sylvinia third in registration and fourth in transfers, 
Minnesota fourth in registration and third in transfers, 
and Illinois fifth. Transfers will be found in Table No. 6 
and registrations in Table No. 7. 


Death Reports 
The deaths of 26,118 animals were reported during 
1936 of which 23,473 were females and 2,645 were males. 
In the Herd Test the registrations of 1,221 animals were 
cancelled as shown by the following table:

Many breeders make a practice of regularly reporting 
all deaths that occur in ther herds. There are too many 
breeders who do not realize there is a By-Law requiring 
that deaths of registered cattle should be reported and 
their certificates of registry returned to the Secretary for 
cancellation. These cancelled certificates are returned 
to the owner. Rather than being required to transfer 
registered cattle sold without papers, some owners are 
returning their certificates of registry for cancellation in- 
stead of passing them along to dealers and butchers. 

Membership 

Without making any lower fee inducements or cam- 
paign for new members as was done during the mora- 
torium, 375 new members were enrolled during the year. 
The five leading states were New York with 81; Wis- 
consin 55; Iowa 26 and Pennsylvania 23. The gain 
reflects the natural desire of breeders of Holsteins to be- 
come affiliated with their breed organization. 

On December 31, 1935, there were 32,475 members, 
while at December 31, 1936, there were 32,268. This 
decrease is accounted for by the large number of de- 
ceased members, withdrawals, and the expirations and 
terminations of limited memberships, as the eliminations 
exceeded the acquisitions by 207. It is interesting to note 
that 62% of the limited memberships whch expired in 
1936 were renewed before the close of the year. 

Active Members 

The count of active members made at the end of each 
year for the purpose of determining delegate represen- 
tation produced some surprses. The By-Laws define 
active members as those who have registered or trans- 
ferred cattle during the preceding two years. The count 
of active members at the end of 1936 was 12,206 which 
was 175 more than the count at the end of 1935. 

Deceased Members 

During 1936 the deaths of 341 members were re- 
ported, the largest number in the history of the Associa- 
tion. Many of these members had reached the sunset of 
life after having served well and faithfully with honor 
and distinction in varied walks of life. Those who 
passed on included a Charter Member, a former Presi- 
dent, two who had served as Directors and others who 
had rendered a signal service to our breed. We pay 
tribute to all but can mention only a few. 

W. M. Benninger, Walnutport, Pennsylvania, will be 
remembered by the older members as an active breeder

The Convention 
ROM the Open Forum discussion on Tuesday, it was 
F evident that consolidation of the offices of the 
Association was regarded by quite a maiority as 
too much loaded with dynamite, and the probability the 
repercussions would leave sore spots behind. This con- 
viction outweighed with the delegates the possibility 
of savings of around $7500 a year from operation at 
Brattleboro, or a somewhat smaller figure at Madison, 
due to larger investment in buildings. 


With this conclusion the World has no quarrel. We 
felt, and still feel, that there would be worthwhile 
financial and operating advantages from a single com- 
bined office location, but more important is a spirit of 
harmony and good feeling throughout the ranks of the 
Association. This we have maintained throughout is 
the prime essential and it was quite evident that a 
change of location would have had a disruptive effect. 


We cannot too strongly urge that the matter now be 
considered as definitely settled. Continued discussion 


merely serves to lower the morale of employees regard- 
ing the tenure of their jobs. The Committee did a fine 
piece of work in study and analysis, and put the picture 
before the meeting in a way that all could clearly under- 
stand. The vote however was conclusive and should be 
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regarded as determining our policy for some years 
come. 

The Convention was as closely divided as it possibly 
could be in the matter of employing a general manager 
final vote being 61 opposed, 60 in favor. Had it been 
reversed, certainly the Board would have had no clear 
mandate to proceed with the hiring of a man for this 
job. Apparently, the wording of the proposed amend- 
ment, couched in the proper legal verbiage to define the 
duties and power of the general manager caused fear 
that we would be taking on a dictator rather than a 
responsible business executive. 


to 


Keynote of the meeting was the very effective plea 
of Hugo Schroeder of Wisconsin during the Open Forum 
that we really do something about milk marketing, 
Sentiment in that direction was clear cut, and was 
finally expressed in the convention by the Paul Smith 
resolution, which is given in detail in the convention 
report. Much of the opposition to hiring a general 
manager came from a belief that we should employ a 
Director of Extension Service who would make that 
work, including milk promotion, his sole job, without 
added responsibility of supervising other departments 
which are now operating satisfactorily. The Board, we 
understand, is addressing itself seriously to the prob- 
lem along this line. 


Every now and then there is agitation to discontinue 
publication of the herd book as a measure of economy. 
It was one of the recommendations this year. It seems 
that only a few hundred copies are printed, which go 
principally to college libraries, the pedigree houses, 
breed publications and the balance to interested breed- 
ers. The expense of publishing is out of proportion to 
the number directly used, although wide ‘use is for the 
most part, made of those which are used at all. Not 
all of the expense would be eliminated through discon- 
tinuing publication; in fact, the net saving would not 
be large, and this convention was overwhelmingly in 
favor of continuing the publication. We have always 
felt that this was one of, the fundamental functions of 
a breed association, and we hail the decision as a wise 
one. 


Last year, we took occasion to criticise the organiza- 
tion of the Board, with all committee assignments con- 
centrated on the shoulders of eight, later increased to 
nine, members. Some members were. burdened with 
membership on all or nearly all committees, while half 
the members were given no committee responsibilities. 
We felt there was not much sense in bringing new blood 
into the Board unless they were going to make some 
use of it after getting it. It seemed like sound proce- 
dure to develop understudies for the older members, 
who might not be remaining forever on the directorate. 

In organizing this year, many changes were made. 
On the Executive Committee, two new faces are seen, 
with Mr. Noyes remaining as Chairman. The Extension 
Service Committee has three new names, still under Mr. 
Moscrip’s chairmanship. On the Finance Committee, 
the number is reduced to its legal number of three with 
Mr. Craig advanced to Chairmanship, and with Mr. 
Noyes, chairman since 1921, continuing on the com- 
mittee, the only duplicate committee assignment of the 
list. Mr. Craig becomes the fourth man to hold the 
position of Finance Committee Chairman since this office 
was created in 1913. Mr. A. L. Brockway held the posl- 
tion from the start until 1919; Mr. H. F. duPont from 
1919 to 1921, and Mr. Noyes for the sixteen succeeding 
years. With no disrespect to Mr. Craig’s undoubted 
financial ability, we cannot refrain from expressing 4 
feeling of regret that Mr. Noyes was not continued in 
the job as long as he may remain a member of the 
Board and willing to discharge these special duties he 
has performed so long and so well. 


The action taken in dividing the responsibility here 
was hardly consistent with the previous votes of the 
Board in favor of employing a general manager for the 
Association. It seems apparent that in the combined 
offices of chairman of the Executive and Finance —_ 
mittees, Mr. Noyes was giving the Association much . 
the supervisory service in its operations that 4 genera 
manager would have provided. We hope the rather 


drastic changes in committee alignments will not result 
in a division of the Board and any impairment ; = 


harmonious efforts for the sound advancement 0 ve 
Association and the industry. After all, that is far 0 
important than any question of personal preferm 
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The Convention itself, while turning down the vari- 
ous proposals for changes in organization and general 
set-up, Was by no means reactionary in sentiment. In 
fact, there was evident a firm determination to go for- 
ward aggressively and with a united front in facing and 
solving the problems of the industry. This good feeling 
was undoubtedly reflected in the results of the National 
Sale the following day and we think the delegates gen- 
erally returned to their homes with a feeling of re- 
newed confidence and optimism.

He was called thence to direct 
the Dairy Extension work of the Carnation Milk Com- 
pany, with which he has been since connected. When 
Carnation Farms decided some years ago to close out 
their eastern branch farm at Oconomowoc, Wis., Mr.

The 
organization has 
been formed _ for 
effective bargaining 
under the new 
Rogers-Allen law, 
recently signed by 
Governor Lehman. 
Mr. Baldwin’s 
choice for this im- 
portant position 
will be hailed by 
dairymen as a wise 
one. He knows the 
milk business and 
its problems as few 
men do, and he en- 
joys the full con- 
fidence of all factors 
in the market. 
After many years 
of service to the 
State of New York 
in connection with the State Institution Farms he was 
appointed Commissioner of Agriculture and Markets in 
1932. and was chairman of the Milk Control Board of 
New York State during the first two years of its existence 
when it accomplished most for producers of the State. 
At his suggestion and under his direction the milk ad- 
vertising program was initiated. Following his retire- 
ment from that strenuous office in 1935, he was offered 
lucrative employment to represent certain milk dealer or- 
ganizations but these he declined because of his sincere 
interest in the producer end of the milk problem. That 
same year he was employed by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America as a specialist in milk marketing 
and continued effectively in that position until June 1 
of this year. His'work for the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation was most constructive and we feel that he will 
make a success of his new connection in the interests of 
producers, if such a thing is humanly possible. We 
congratulate the Cooperative Milk Producers of New 
York State on making a wise choice for this important 
position.

There was plenty of fire- 
works for all but it ended up with 
everyone feeling fine and no open 
sores developed. The way the com- 
mittees on the Board of Directors 
were shaken up pleased many. What 
is the use of having sixteen direc- 
tors if you do not give them some- 
thing to do. 

I. D. Hadley, the genial secretary 
of the Ohio Association was on hand 
and appeared to have the Ohio dele- 
gation well under control.

Resolved that the President appoint a commit- 
tee, two of whom shall be Directors and there shall 
be members of the Association outside of the Board 
of Directors, for the purpose of. making a study of 
the difficulties attending the marketing of Hol- 
stein milk and developing an intensive program 
designed to eliminate such difficulties, with particu- 
lar attention directed to the proposition of this 
association enlisting its members in a major drive 
to legalize, in all important States of the Union, 
standardization of milk by dealers. Such study and 
program when completed and if approved by the 
Board shall be turned over to them for its 
vigorous prosecution. 

Dr. Franklin N. Strickland moved that a vote of 
thanks be presented to R. V. Rasmussen, chairman of 
the local entertainment committee; Dr. Buford. presi- 
dent of the Illinois Holstein-Friesian Association, and 
members of the various committees and others who 
contributed to the pleasant entertainment of this con- 
vention. This, of course, was unanimously adopted. 
Frank Decker of New York also offered a resolution of 
respect to the efforts and service of our retiring presi- 
dent, A. J. Glover, which was likewise adopted by ac- 
clamation. Mr. Glover in his brief valedictory remarks 
concluded with advice to the Association that there is 
no easy road to success. The president-elect, Mr. A. 
C. Oosterhuis, was then introduced. He paid a tribute 
to John A. Bell, Jr., and referred to the wonderful 
opportunity for extension of this breed now existing. 
He asked the support of all in going forward aggres- 
sively. Vice President Jos. H. Hill was also introduced 
and pledged his support to his new chief. The meeting 
was then adjourned. 

Organization of the Board 

Following the adjournment of the annual conven- 
tion, the Board of Directors held a meeting for organi- 
zation. The following committees were elected for the 
ensuing year: 

Executive—H. V. Noyes, chairman; D. W. McLaury, 
M. D. Buth, G. G. Meyer, W. W. Watson. 

Extension Service—W. S. Moscrip, chairman; R. V. 
Rasmussen, W. L. Baird, E. E. Freeman and Paul P. 
Stewart. 

Finance—A. B. Craig, Chairman; 
T. E. Elder. 

Houghton Seaverns was re-appointed Secretary and 
Treasurer, and Horace W. Norton, Jr., Superintendent 
of Advanced Registry. Mr. Norton will also continue to 
direct the Extension Service until a full-time director is 
secured. 

The Board gave earnest consideration to the various 
recommendations of the Convention in regard to future 
work along extension lines and milk marketing, and 
will probably hold a special meeting on this subject in 
the near future. 

The request of the National Dairy Show, which had 
been presented by Manager Lloyd Burlingham, for an 
appropriation of $2000 to be added to the Holstein 
prize money at the Dairy Show at Columbus in October, 
was acted upon favorably. 

Open Forum Day 

As has been the custom for several years, the day 
preceding the Convention proper was given over to an 
open forum discussion of problems of interest to Hol- 
stein breeders. The session was called to order by 
President Glover at 10:30 Tuesday morning and a wel- 
come was extended by Dr. Coleman G. Buford, President 
of the Illinois Holstein-Friesian Association. 

President Glover responded briefly and then brought 
up the question of Director Tom Elder’s trouble. Dr. 
F. N. Strickland spoke on the same subject and sug- 
gested that the President appoint a committee to enlist 
the moral and financial support for Mr. Elder of those 
attending the Convention. Such a committee was 
appointed, consisting of V. S. Culver, chairman, Mrs. 
W.S. Kellogg, treasurer, John G. Ellis, Mark H. Keeney 
and John A. Bell, Jr. 


Director Albert Craig, chairman of the Pellissier 
Committee, reported for that committee in considerable 
detail, giving facts and figures in regard to the estimated 
expense of maintaining a combined office at Brattle- 
boro and at Madison, comparing each with the present 
cost of maintaining the two offices. His figures showed 
that the present cost of maintaining the two offices is 


H. V. Noyes and 
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$9,334 of which $5,090 is spent at Brattleboro and 
$4,244 at Madison. Moving the Madison office to 
Brattleboro would effect an annual saving of $5,513.16 
in addition to income from rental or sale of the Magi- 
son property estimated at $1200, a total money ag- 
vantage of $6,613.16 per year. Brattleboro, at a special] 
town meeting on May 29 voted tax exemption for 19 
years in event of consolidation there, which would adq 
about $1000 a year to this figure. 

Moving the Brattleboro office to Madison would mean 
a saving of $5,816.42, less $750 or 3% interest on the 
necessary increase in investment, or a money advantage 
of $5,055.42. Cost of moving the Brattleboro office to 
Madison was estimated at $16,715.33 and the cost of 
moving the Madison office to Brattleboro at $6,212.05. 
These figures in mimeograph form, were made available 
to the delegates when they took their places in the Con- 
vention Wednesday morning. 

The Committee recommended consolidation of the 
offices at Brattleboro and the employment of a General: 
Manager. These two questions, more or less interrelated, 
were then discussed by numerous members, including 
Henry Schell of Pennsylvania, Dr. Buford of Illinois, 
Mark Keeney of New Jersey, Frank Pellissier of Cali- 
fornia, John G. Ellis of Massachusetts, A. C. Oosterhuis 
of Wisconsin, H. V. Noyes of New York. James A. Rey- 
nolds of Ohio introduced a new angle into the dis- 
cussion, when he gave his opinion that the new man to 
hire should be a public relations man in charge of the 
field work rather than having general supervision over 
the other two departments, one who would keep the 
good will of all and really boost the breed and who 
might later make recommendations on consolidation if 
desirable. There was further discussion on this phase 
of the subject by P. P. Van Nuys of New Jersey, Glen 
Householder of Wisconsin, E. P. Smith of New York, 
Dr. George H. Carr of Colorado, John B. Irwin of Minne- 
sota, Fred Eggers of Idaho and others. 

Hugo Schroeder of, Wisconsin in a very effective 
speech emphasized the real need of the Association as 
being for a man who will help promote the sale of Hol- 
stein milk and milk products rather than one who might 
save a few dollars in the operation of the offices. Prof. 
E. S. Savage of New York advanced the opinion that the 
General Manager should be a man who would investi- 
gate to see what kind of milk the consumers are de- 
manding, lead in the development of the breed to pro- 
duce the kind of milk that is in demand and organize 
for the efficient distribution of such milk. Prof. K. L. 
Hatch of Wisconsin urged that we proceed slowly, sow 
no seeds of discord in the Association and asked why we 
should amend the constitution to enable us to do what 
we are now doing. Frank Decker and E. P. Smith of 
New York both spoke against giving the proposed 
manager too much authority over the present officers. 
Many excellent points were brought out in the various 
discussions including the fact regarding the efficiency 
of our present office operations. 

The afternoon session was of a somewhat more 
formal nature, starting with a talk by President Glover 
on the various problems of the Association, including 
the necessity of furnishing constructive leadership in 
milk marketing and in breeding better cattle, along with 
field work to make contacts with new breeders. 


He then introduced Horace W. Norton, Jr., Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry who reported that 1936 
was the greatest year for production testing in the 
history of the Association with every prospect that 1937 
will be even better. He commented on the gradual de- 
cline in A. R. testing during the past six years as greatly 
offset by the tremendous increase in Herd Testing. He 
stated that over 10,000 cows were tested in H. I. R. in 
1936 with better than 15,000 now under test this year. 


Robert Geiger, Middle West Field Man spoke on the 
color question in milk, showing how the demand for 
yellow milk is fostered by the dealer and urged greater 
use of the Association’s new circular in the subject of 
milk color to acquaint the public with the fact that 
Holstein milk is white because the carotene in the milk 
has been converted into Vitamin A before it leaves the 
cow. 

Prof. W. W. Yapp of University, gave an interesting 
illustrated lecture on the cross breeding experiment 
which has been conducted at the University with Hol- 
steins and Guernseys and which we hope to present in 
full in an early issue. He showed how the mating of

DAVISDALE HERD SOLD 


In view of all conditions, the dis- 
persal of the Davisdale Herd, at 
Chester, N. Y., May 25th, last, may 
pe regarded as a splendid success. 

Mr. Harry B. Davis, the owner, 
founded this herd a third of a cen- 
tury ago. Mr. Davis has headed his 
herd with some very high class sires, 
some of these such as Pontiac Korn- 
dyke and Ormsby Korndyke Lad 
(the latter also bred by Mr. Davis) 
jong having held an enviable place 
among the breed’s greatest. In the 
earlier history of the herd, when 
short-time testing was in its hey-day, 
some very excellent records were 
made at Davisdale, most notable 
among them perhaps being Polly 
Posch, the first cow to make over 34 
lbs. butter from over 700 Ibs. milk. 
Many of the present herd were di- 
rectly descended from her, some 
through direct female line and 
others through her male descend- 
ants that were retained to head the 
herd, notable among them being 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad, previously 
mentioned. In fact, nearly all of 
the herd represented several genera- 
tions of Davisdale breeding. 


In these latter years Mr. Davis 
has had the members of his herd in 
no kind of a test program. As a re- 
sult, not an animal in the herd had 
a record nor was there one from a 
record dam, although in some in- 
stances the granddams and great 
granddams had _ records. This, no 
doubt, acted adversely to the obtain- 
ing of high prices. Another feature, 
which contributed to make it a 
huyer’s rather than a seller’s sale, 
was the fact that all of the milkers 
had been fresh three months or more 
and none were due to freshen earlier 
than the third week in July. Thus, 
none had the bloom which attends 
the fresh cow or close springer. 

It may be said, much to the credit 
of Mr. Davis, that his young stock 
were all well grown. In fact, some 
in attendance could hardly believe 
that some of those nice big heifers 
were hardly old enough to be bred. 
These heifers had good middles, 
showed nice udder development, had 
the constitution and appearance of 
developing into good business cows. 

To the sale were attracted people 
from four states. Altogether, 62 
animals were sold for a total of a 
little over $8,900. Three blemished 
cows brought $77.50, $120 and 
$140. The remainder of the milk- 
Ing herd, 22 head, were sold at 
prices ranging from $110 to $350, 
an average of $202 per head. There 
Were 21 yearlings, only one of which 
had been bred. These ranged in 
price from $55 to $210, bringing an 
average of $113. Nine heifer calves, 
only one approaching a year old and 
the balance last winter calves, aver- 
aged just under $55 each.

a pure bred Holstein bull with pure bred Guernsey fe- 
males as well as the mating of a Guernsey bull with 
Holstein females, appeared to get good results in the 
first cross but that the mating of first cross bulls with 
first cross females resulted in the second cross in lower 
test, lower production and greatly inferior type. He 
strongly recommended constructive line breeding as 
the way to real progress. 

Prof. Yapp’s fine address was supplemented by a 
brief talk by Dr. E. E. Heizer of University of Ohio who 
showed some figures illustrating the importance of line 
breeding and nicking as practiced in such herds as the 
Penshurst Ayrshires, Sibley Jerseys, Mixter Guernseys 
and Colony Farm Holsteins. 

M. B. Nichols, Western Field Man, described the 
Progressive Breeders’ Program that has been adopted 
by Holstein breeders of California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Utah, Colorado and New Mexico. with other states 
in his district expected to fall in line soon. The pro- 
gram calls for production testing in either A. R., Herd 
Test or D. H. I. A., the herd also to be classified for 
type. It includes a disease eradication program and 
the breeder must be a member of the National Associa- 
tion as well as of his State Association and the pure 
bred females in production in the herd must be 
registered. 

Each of the discussions was followed by a _ brief 
question and answer period. There was also a general 
discussion of the proposed amendments to the by-laws 
up for action the next day. 


Annual Meeting of the Board of Directors 

The Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America held its annual meeting on Mon- 
day, May 31, at Chicago, with President Glover pre- 
siding and all directors present except Messrs. Elder, 
Sheridan and Rasmussen. First order of business was 
the reading of the report of the Pellissier Committee, 
which was given by Chairman A. B. Craig. The com- 
mittee reported in detail on its observation of the work 
in the offices and in regard to its studies on the subject 
of consolidation. Facilities at Plymouth, Ind., and Ann 
Arbor, Mich., were studied on account of their favor- 
able locations near the center of Holstein population in 
this country, but there being no suitable buildings avail- 
able, the committee recommended that a new location be 
not selected and that consolidation be effected either at 
Madison or Brattleboro. Detailed figures were given 
showing the picture as it would be in moving to either 
of these locations. Such figures were summarized in 
the report of the Open Forum meeting elsewhere in 
this issue. The Board finally voted to recommend con- 
solidation at either location provided the net expense 
in making the change in location did not exceed $20,000. 
The Board adopted a resolution of thanks to the Pellis- 
sier Committee for the excellent study of the question 
they have made and presented. 

Lloyd Burlingham of the National Dairy Show and 
Ed Estel of the Dairy Cattle Congress were given an 
opportunity to be heard in regard to the attractions of 
their respective shows, each asking an appropriation of 
$2000 from the Association as added prize money for 
the Holstein classes. Action was deferred for considera- 
tion by the new Board. 

The matter of a constructive breeder’s registry to 
be adopted as an official project of the Association was 
discussed briefly by Supt. Norton, who requested more 
time to study it before making recommendations. 

H. V. Noyes presented a report on the milk market- 
ing work. This subject was discussed at some length, 
including a suggestion by President Glover that co- 
operative organizations of Holstein breeders be formed 
with their own plants for processing and direct sale of 
the product. Mr. McLaury reported on some disturbing 
developments in the New York market where milk com- 
pany inspectors are endeavoring to discourage stand- 
ardization. Mr. Moscrip suggested that a fund to pro- 
mote our milk be set up by contribution of 1 cent per 
hundred from Holstein dairyman. 

Following these discussions, reports of the Chief 
Accountant, Finance Committee, Treasurer, Secretary, 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry and the Exten- 
sion Department were accepted in their printed form. 
In connection with the report of the Treasurer, Mr. 
Seaverns raised the question as to the allowance made 
to delegates coming by automobile. It was finally 
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voted to allow a rate of three cents per mile for auto- 
mobile travel, but not to exceed what the railroad fare 
would be for the same distance. This was intended ty 
cover the situation for delegates from a distance who 
might be able to get a special excursion rate by rail to 
Chicago at much less than the 3-cent per mile fare. 

President Glover reported on efforts now being made 
to get uniform rules in effect in the various states cover- 
ing the certifying of herds as free from Bang’s Disease 
looking toward an effort for uniform rules also cover- 
ing interstate shipment. 


Chairman Noyes of the Executive Committee re- 
ported the incapacity of Chief Accountant R. R. DeBergh 
following a serious operation on his eyes. Upon mo- 


‘tion by Director Craig, Mr. DeBergh was voted a pen- 


sion on the same basis as Supt. Gardner in recognition 
of his valuable service to this Association during the 
past 23 years. 

The Secretary presented 220 applications for mem- 
bership in the Association, which had been investigated 
and approved by him, and these were voted into mem- 
bership. 

Supt. Norton, reporting on Advanced Registry mat- 
ters, discussed the possibilities of. making more use of 
the C. T. A. records, which are being developed on a 
more uniform basis through the efforts of the U. gs. 
Bureau of Dairying, but stated his conclusion that the 
program will not be sufficiently developed to permit 
replacing our own Herd Test for sometime to come. ° 


The Secretary brought up the subject of special 
application forms for use in cases of artificial insemi- 
nation, and the President was instructed to appoint a 
committee of three to prepare forms for registration of 
animals conceived by this method. 


Director Moscrip reported that the National Asso- 
ciation of Chain Stores is planning a special milk dis- 
play to extend from June 12 to July 10 inclusive and 
presented some suggestions wherein breeders and local 
organizations could cooperate for the effectiveness of 
this national display, which is expected to center much 
attention on milk and milk products. Other ideas of 
extension work were discussed, after which the Board 
agreed to consider the various amendments to the by- 
laws to come before the convention on Wednesday, ad- 
journment finally being taken at 5 P. M. 


The Annual Banquet 
As always, one of the high spots of Convention Week 
was the annual banquet, held in the main ball room of 
the Medinah Club, with a large attendance of Holstein 
breeders and their ladies, who enjoyed the broiled 
chicken, Elmwood Farms milk, etc.

NEW TYPE OF STATE HERD AT 

DAIRY CATTLE CONGRESS 

In response to a request made by 
the smaller breeders in a number of 
states the Dairy Cattle Congress will 
inaugurate a new type of state herd 
this year. The group is to consist of 
4 minimum of fifteen head, selected 
through an elimination process first 
at district or parish shows and then 
at a state show conducted under the 
supervision of the state breed asso- 
ciation or club. The fifteen animals 
must be owned by five or more 
breeders and no exhibitor will be 
allowed to show more than five 
head. 

The group of fifteen is required to 
include a herd of ten which will 
compose the state herd that will 
compete for a special state banner or 
trophy to be awarded the winner in 
each of the Holstein, Guernsey, Jer- 
sey, Brown Swiss and _ Ayrshire 
breeds. The Dairy Cattle Congress 
will pay $100 to each herd that is 
shown, regardless of the way they 
place in the state herd class. The 
national breed associations and 
clubs have been invited to join the 
show in making the herd prizes more 
attractive. 

All of the animals shown will of 
course be entered in the open indi- 
vidual and group classes where they 
will be exhibited under their respec- 
live owner’s names. Breeders hav- 
ing cattle in the show herd will be 
required to meet all requirements of 
other exhibitors. 

The state herd of ten head which 
will compete for the group award is 
required to be composed of the fol- 
lowing animals: 

: bull—2 years old or over 
« bulls—one year old and under two 
1 bull calf 
: cows—two years old or over 
- heifers—one year old and under 2 
1 heifer calf 

No breeder will be allowed to 
show more than three head in the 
State herd of ten.

for many years and a prominent exhibitor He was 82 
years of age and had been a member of the Association 
for 44 years. 

For many years he served his city as postmaster 
and represented his county in the state legislature for 
six years. 

Geoffrey G. Burlingame, Cazenovia, New York, was a 
senior member of the farm management firm of Burlin- 
game, King & Dunk, Inc. He graduated from Cornell 
in 1907 and three years after joined the Association. For 
several years he maintained a choice herd of Holsteins 
including at one time the King of the Pontiacs 39037, 
and registered around 300 animals. 

Alva F. Cole, Morrisville, New York, was a Charter 
Member as he was a member of the old Dutch-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association which merged with the Holstein 
Breeders’ Association to form our present organization in 


1885. He served the Dutch-Friesian Association as Treas- 
urer. He bred many notable Holsteins making valuable 


contributions to the breed, but retired from active bus- 
iness in 1920 so that the present generation is not famil- 
iar with his signal service to the breed. 
James A. Couzens, Birmingham, Michigan, had long 
been a national figure because of his years of service 
as United States Senator, and his death in Detroit was 
a shock to the nation. Senator Couzens joined this As- 
sociation in 1914 and registered over 400 Holsteins. 
Isaac Damon, Cochituate, Massachusetts, was born on 
the Cochituate farm where he died, the family having 
owned the property for four generations. He daily occu- 
pied himself about the farm work until within three 
weeks of his death. He was 87 years of age, having joined 
the Association in 1889. Mr. Damon was the proud owner 


of the two great show bulls Soldene 2d’s Netherland 
1S3S8 and Sir Netherland Soldene Clothilde 18390. He 
held many important civic positions. 


John M. Dennis, Riderwood, Maryland, passed on at 
his home in the suburbs of Baltimore where he has lived 
20 years. He developed here one of the best herds 
the state and did much to popularize the breed, join- 
ing this Association in 1911. Mr. Dennis served as state 
treasurer for seventeen years, as president of the Union 
Trust Company nineteen years, and served as director 
of many business corporations, including railroad, min- 
ing, manufacturing and insurance companies. 

Clark W. Halliday, North Chatham, New York, was 
actively connected with the New York department of 
education for thirty-four years. He joined this Associa- 
tion in 1912, registered over 300 Holsteins and upon his 
retirement became executive secretary of the Sheffield 
Producers Co-operative Association which he helped 
to organize. 

Arthur E. Howard, Dundee, Illinois, joined this Asso- 
ciation thirty years ago and developed one of the best 
producing herds of the breed, ranking high in herd test 
averages and C. T. A. work. Few breeders have been 
so active in promotion of the breed, giving his time and 
energy to various state and county associations and had 
also been school trustee and member of the Elgin 
Association of Commerce.

VITAMINS FOR CALVES 
By A. C. Dahlberg and L. A. May- 

nard, New York Station 
Is it necessary to give vitamins A 
and D to well-fed dairy calves? It 
has been clearly demonstrated by 
several investigators that vitamins 
A and D are necessary for the proper 
growth and development of dairy 
calves and that under certain feed- 
ing conditions calves suffer for want 
of these vitamins. An unthrifty con- 
dition of calves from 3 to 10 months 
of age is not uncommon on dairy 
farms and has often been observed 
in the Experiment Station herd at 
Geneva 
_In a feeding experiment reported 
in the January Journal of Dairy 
Science all of the calves were fed 
Whole milk for 2 days, then pas- 
teurized milk with added skimmilk 
to give a test of 2% per cent milk 
fat for 2 months, then skimmilk 
untii 6 months old. Water was 
given once daily after 2 months of 
age and twice daily after 6 months. 
A good quality of alfalfa hay was 
before the calves at all times. Grain 
Was fed according to the age and 
breed of the calves. One lot of 
calves received a vitamin A and D 
concentrate in cod liver oil, but the 
other lot received no extra vitamins 
above those secured in the hay, 
rain, and milk. The calves were 
Weighed weekly for 40 weeks.

4 good grain ration, the feed- 
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ing of vitamin A and D concentrate 
with cod-liver oil did not increase 
growth during a 40-week feeding 
trial. If there was any difference in 
general health, it was in favor of 
the calves fed vitamin A and D 
supplement, but such differences, if 
present, were slight. 

“The experiment indicated the 
necessity of good hay being avail- 
able to the calves at all times to 
secure maximum growth and a 
thrifty condition of health even 
though skimmilk and grain were 
fed in liberal quantities.’’ 

These conclusions agree with the 
statement of Professor F. B. Morri- 
son is the 20th edition (1936) of 
his Feeds and Feeding that, ‘‘Vita- 
mins A and D are of great im- 
portance in raising dairy cattle for 
they often suffer from deficiencies

of these vitamins. Nevertheless, 
when calves are fed the usual type 
of satisfactory ration, including 
plenty of good hay, there is no need 
to add a vitamin A or D supplement.” 





Paper Containers for milk are 
growing in popularity in many mar- 
kets.

Brantford, Ont. 
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A series of nine Black and White 
shows, sponsored by the Kansas 
Holstein Breeders Association and 
the Dairy Extension division and 
County Agent service of Kansas 
State College, was completed on 
April 30 and these shows were again 
outstanding from the standpoint of 
interest shown, the number of cattle 
brought out and attendance.

New York Holstein News Letter

The annual meeting of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
is now a matter of history. Many 
important matters were’ discussed 
and acted upon, all of which are im- 
portant to Holstein breeders in New 
York State. A complete account of 
all the proceedings at the meeting 
is found in other parts of the World 
so there is no point in further dis- 
cussion of them here. 

New York was represented at the 
meeting by a group of about thirty 
men and women acting in the capaci- 
ties of delegates, national directors, 
and guests. Twenty of this group 
made the trip to Chicago on a spec- 
ial Pullman arranged for by the 
State Secretary. This state was rep- 
resnted by an unusually well quali- 
fied delegation. Each delegate is 
closely connected with the Holstein 
industry, has its interests at heart, 
knows the problems confronting it 
from both a _ state and national 
standpoint, and was, therefore, able 
to use his influence to the best ad- 
vantage Holstein breeders are to be 
complimented upon their choice of 
men to represent them. Only two 
of the regularly elected delegates 
were unable to attend. These were 
Harry Yates of Orchard Park, N. Y., 
and Frank Wavle of Cortland, N. Y.

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VITAMIN D MILK 


Vitamin D milk holds unusual 
interest for the Dairy Industry at 
the present time. This is due to two 
recent developments: (1) the new 
statement of policy of the Council 
on Foods of the American Medical 
Association Which establishes milk 
as the most suitable food as a carrier 
of added vitamin D, and (2 ) a re- 
port of comparative studies favor- 
able to the use of vitamin D milk as 
a preventive and cure of rickets. 

The attitude of the Council on 
Foods toward vitamin D milk may 
best be summarized in its own words 
published in the January sixteenth 
issue of the Journal of the Ameri- 
ean Medical Association: 

“Of all the common_ foods 
available, milk is most suitable 
as a carrier of added vitamin D. 
Vitamin D is concerned with the 
utilization of calcium and phos- 
phorus of which milk is an ex- 
cellent source. The Council has 

ently made the decision that 
for the present milk is the only 
common food which will be con- 
sidered for acceptance when 


fortified with vitamin D.’’ 

The Council on Foods_ reached 
these conclusions after full consid- 
ration of the human need for addi- 
tional vitamin D at various ages, 
the suitability of the many different 
foods which can be fortified with 
vitamin D, and the extensive re- 
search in which vitamin D has been 
tested in feeding infants. It is evi- 
dent, according to the Council on 
Foods, that infants and very young 
childrer need a supplementary 


source of vitamin D. And that while 


physicians may prescribe any one of 
several medicinal sources of vitamin 
D. too often the doctor is consulted 
only when a child is actually ill. An 
added advantage of vitamin D taken 
“automatically” in milk is the fact 
that the intake is sure to be regular 
and continuous. 


Practical Use of Vitamin D Milk 
It is generally assumed that a baby 
heeds more vitamin D than an older 


child. but that a moderate amount 
of extra vitamin D is a factor of 
satety in nutrition and health all 


through the growth period. Indeed, 
as the Council on Foods points out, 
Vitamin D milk has an even greater 
usefulness for the child than for the 
Infant because of the larger propor- 
ion of children than of infants who 
do not receive vitamin D from special 
sources. The need for additional 
Vilamin D for adults, with the ex- 
ception of pregnant and lactating 
women, has not been demonstrated 
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experimentally. However, it is 
probably desirable in some adults. 

No effort is made to review the 
technical details of the Council on 
Foods’ report here, either as to the 
types and potencies ot vitamin D 
milk or as to requirements and 
allowable claims. Suffice it to say 
that vitamin D milk prepared by any 
of the methods, and taken in cus- 
tomary quantities which physicians 
prescribe, usually will prevent rick- 
ets in normal full term infants. 
However, there is evidence that the 
milk of 135 units to the quart “is 
rather close to the minimum require- 
ments’? and the milk of about 400 
units per quart provides not only for 
needs, but for “an adequate margin 
of safety and possibly more vitamin 
D than is sufficient for the need of 
the average infant, but definite 
knowledge of these statements is not 
available at present.”’ 

An example of recent research 
favorable to vitamin D milk is a 
study of nearly 600 infants made in 
Detroit by rovernment medical 
authorities and local agencies. The 
infants were observed during winter 
months under conditions fairly uni- 
form with the exception of sources 
and dosages of vitamin D. Vitamin 
D milk proved to be a most effective 
antirachitic when compared with 
other sources. Of particular im- 
portance in this respect are the fol- 
lowing conclusions of the investiga- 
tors: Vitamin D milk ‘‘tended to be 
more effective in the prevention of 
rickets than cod liver oil:’’ ‘‘fadvance 
in the rachitic process occurred most 
frequently in infants fed cod liver 
oil, least frequently in those given 
vitamin D milk ’’—National Dairy 
Council.

WHITE-FACED HOLSTEINS 

For some time Heman L. Ibsen, 
Professor of Genetics, Kansas State 
College, Manhattan, has been mak- 
ing a study of white-faced Holsteins. 
Prof. Ibsen writes: “The white- 
faced character in Holsteins in quite 
distinct from the Hereford pattern, 
and does not indicate any relation- 
ship with the Herefords. It is rather 
interesting though, that this white- 
faced character occurs rather fre- 
quently in Holsteins but never so far 
as I know in Ayrshires or Guernseys. 
On the other hand it seems to be 
quite common in some of the white- 
spotted Swiss breeds.”’ 

The white-faced Holsteins in this 
country may trace back to their 
white-head ancestors in Holland as 
there are three distinct breeds in 
Holland: the Black-and-Whites with 
the large black and white patches so 
common in this country, the Groni- 
gen, or black white-head line and the 
Meuse, Rhine Ysel, or red-and-whife 
line. The Gronigen is probably re- 
sponsible’ for the white-head Hol- 
steins. There are in Holland separ- 
ate Herd-Books for the three breeds.

NINE MORE COUNTIES FREED 
OF BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS 


When on May 1, 1937, the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
designated nine additional counties 





as modified accredited areas — that 
is, practically free of bovine tuber- 
culosis —— the total number of such 


counties was increased to 2,980, or 
97 percent of all in the United 
States. 

The nine counties are: Monmouth 
in New Jersey; Cortland, Dutchess, 
Madison, Orange, and Schoharie in 
New York; and Brookings, Brule, 
and Grant in South Dakota. Three 
muncipalities in Puerto Rico also re- 
ceived the same official recognition. 

There now remain only 91 coun- 
ties in the United States that are not 
classified as modified accredited 
areas, that is, tuberculosis among 
eattle has been reduced to less than 
one-half of 1 percent. Of the re- 
maining counties, 43 are located in 
California, 29 in South Dakota, 14 
in New York, 4 in New Jersey, and 1 
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in Maryland. Tuberculosis-eradica. 
tion work is progressing favorably jp 
nearly all of these counties at this 
time, and additional work is being 
conducted under the area plan jp 
Puerto Rico. 





NORTHWEST FARM INCOME 
BEST SINCE 1930 

In a recently published article, p 
E. Murphy, publisher of the Minne- 
apolis Tribune, presents figures 
showing that the farm income of the 
Northwest for 1936 exceeds every 
year since 1930. The states jp- 
cluded are Minnesota, Iowa, Wig- 
consin, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota and Montana, and their total 
farm income for 1936 is given ag 
$924,643,000, nearly double the }tow 
point of $474,670,000 to which this 
income had declined in 1932. The 
figures for 1930 slightly topped the 
billion dollar mark. Iowa led the 
nation in farm income for 1936 with 
a total of $561,430,000. Minnesota’s 
cash sales totaled $353,848.000. ex- 
clusive of $9,204,000 of AAA cash. 
Of this total dairy-live stock-poul- 
try cash amounted to $265,130,000 
or nearly 80% of all sales. Wiscon- 
sin had a eoah income of $303,727,- 
000, of which dairy-live stock-poul- 
try cash account for $265,806,000. 
Of all the states in the group, Mon- 
tana alone showed a drop in total 
farm income due to the devastating 
drought last year. North Dakota 
registered an 8% gain inspite of the 
drought in that state. Mr. Murphy 
and the Minneapolis Tribune organi- 
zation are doing a fine job in spread- 
ing the gospel of diversified agricul- 
ture and better live stock.

Styer writes that about 90 per cent 
of his herd are daughters or grand- 
daughters of this sire who has in- 
creased the production of his daugh- 
ters over their dams by 55% for 
milkk and 74% for fat. A daughter 
of this bull led the association last 
year with 17,775 lbs milk, 661 lbs 
fat and will finish the current year 
with better than 700 lbs fat from 
around 18,000 lbs milk, according 
to Mr. Styer. Other members of the 
herd are reported as producing up to 
92,217 lbs milk and 788 lbs fat in 
regular C. T. A. work under ordin- 
ary farm conditions.

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THE DAIRY SITUATION 

Milk production per cow rose 
sharply during April and total milk 
production on May 1 was only 1 
percent less than a year earlier, the 
Bureau of Agriculturat Economics 
reports. The condition of pastures 
on May 1 was considerably better 


‘than a month earlier but was de- 


cidedly below average. The season 
has been unusually late. With short 
supplies of feeds being carried over 
from last year, more than the usual 
proportion of feed will be obtained 
from pastures until new crops are 
available. 

The movement of the principal 
manufactured dairy products into 
consuming channels in March was 
about 10 percent larger than in 
March 1936. This increase occurred 
even though prices were generally

higher than a year earlier. Receipts 
of milk at three large Eastern milk 
markets ins March were the largest 
for the month in several years, but 
cream receipts were low. Stocks of 
butter on May 1 were below average 
but stocks of cheese and evaporated 
milk were high for that time of the 
year. 

The higher level of purchasing 
power of consumers, and the higher 
level of general commodity prices, as 
compared with recent years, are the 
principal reasons for expecting rela- 
tively high prices for dairy products 
during the coming summer, the Bu- 
reau pointed out.
